Shrinkage in Transportation is Com­ 
mon in August—Price of Wheat 
Falls Nearly 4 Cents During the 
W eek—The Failures Have Been 
222 in Number. 
& 
New York, Aug. 24.—R. G. Dun 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“The volume of business shrinks, as 
is natural in August, and the shrink­ 
age seems rather larger than usual, be­ 
cause transactions in July were some­ 
what inflated for that month. Some in­ 
dustries are doing more than ever be­ 
fore in August and the prospects for 
fall trade is good in others, although 
much depends on the crops, and the 
outcome is less clear than speculators 
on either side are disposed to admit. 
Industrial troubles have not entirely 
ceased, but during the past week have 
become much less threatening. 
“The price of wheat has fallen 3% 
cents during the week, recovering a 
’fraction Thursday, in spite of all ef­ 
forts to hold back supplies from farms 
and 
to 
encourage 
buying. 
W heat 
ought to go abroad freely at present 
prices, but Atlantic exports, flour in­ 
cluded, have been only 1,352,602 bush­ 
els for the week, against 2,694,764 bush­ 
els last year, and for four weeks only 
4,348,632 bushels, against 
10,937,447 
bushels last year. 
Naturally the 57- 
cent wheat of the Pacific coast still 
goes forward freely in place of the At­ 
lantic supplies. Corn has also declined 
414 cents, while pork and lard, with ac­ 
customed inconsistency, rise a shade as 
corn declines. Cotton has advanced a 
fraction to 7.75, without any definite 
change in crop prospects, and as usual 
the immense volume of stocks carried 
over, in mills and commercial hands 
here and abroad, about 3,000,000 bales 
American, is by most traders not ap­ 
preciated. 
“In iron, notwithstanding some un­ 
easiness because the output has great­ 
ly increased, heavy purchases by two 
leading companies have advanced the 
price of Bessemer 50 cents, and a new 
combination has raised 
galvanized 
barb wire to $1.80, while combinations 
are being formed in wire rods and com­ 
mon wire, and an advance in prices is 
expected. Other prices are unchanged, 
and the new orders for iron and steel 
products are not at present large. 
“In cotton goods the demand is rath­ 
er more active as the price of the raw 
material advances, but otherw ise the 
business has not materially changed, 
and the quotation for print cloths is a 
shade lower this week. 
“Sales of wool are again smaller than 
in 1892. 
But the speculative buyers 
still hold prices very stiffly and are 
supported by the strength in foreign 
markets. 
No market change appears 
in the demand for woolen goods, but 
this is increasing the apprehension 
shown by 
agents regarding the ex­ 
tensive sales of foreign woolens. 
“Failures for the week have been 222 
in the United States, against 234 last 
year, and 43 in Canada, against 33 last 
year.”

There wrere still two unknown 
men in the building, but the fire was 
burning so fiercely that their 
bodies

The building was a large frame struc­ 
ture and dry as tinder.

convict prison hospital of the Tennes­ 
see Coal, Iron, and Railway company, 
at Pratt Mines, Ala., where state con­ 
victs are worked in the coal mines, was 
burned to the ground at 9 o’clock yes­ 
terday morning. There were twenty or 
thirty inmates of the hospital at the 
time the fire was discovered. It orig­ 
inated in the chimney from a defective 
flue. 
With great difficulty the sick 
prisoners were rescued, as the building 
wras of wood and burned with great 
rapidity. Tom Wesley, a life prisoner, 
■was so overcome with the smoke and 
heat that his life is despaired of. Oth­ 
ers were more or less injured by the 
smoke, but none fatally. The labora­ 
tory and surgical instruments, worth 
several thousand dollars, were totally 
destroyed. The building is also a to­ 
tal loss. There was some insurance.

This gang of outlaws has 
been terrorizing the people of this sec­ 
tion of the territory ever since their 
escape from the authorities at Okla­ 
homa City, and they have been very 
bold in their acts of depredations and 
robbery. When they are captured and 
landed behind the bars of some good 
jail the people, bankers,

The total loss of gold since last Satur­ 
day, exclusive of the withdrawal yes­ 
terday, is $3,200,000, and the net loss 
is $699,847. 
The syndicate deposited 
$2,000,000, and $500,151 in gold was add­ 
ed to the reserve from miscellaneous 
sources. The government bond syndi­ 
cate deposited $200,000 in gold in the 
subtreasury at Boston Thursday, and 
yesterday deposited an additional $500,- 
000 in gold. They took legal tenders in 
exchange for the entire amount. Mr. 
J. Pierpont Morgan explains that the 
$7,000,000 gold wras deposited in the 
Boston subtreasury to be transferred 
to the subtreasury in this city to be 
held for the further disposition of the 
syndicate. 


E n glish Labor L ead er 
W ill L ectu re In 
T his Country. 
New York, Aug. 24.—Among the pas­ 
sengers who arrived yesterday on the 
Cunard steamer Campania was J. Keir 
Hardie, M. P., president of the English 
Labor party. 
Hardie came as a sec 
ond-cabin passenger, and will lecture 
in this country. 
He was accompanied by Frederick 
Smith, secretary of the London Labor 
Federation, and was welcomed by a del­ 
egation from the Central Labor Fed­ 
eration of New York. 
In a speech to the delegation Mr. 
Hardie said: “Soclialist through and 
through, that’s what I am. The Inde­ 
pendent Labor party of Great Britain, 
of wrhich I am president, wants the col­ 
lective ownership of all instruments of 
production and distribution. 
In the 
constitution of the Independent Labor 
party its object is set forth: ‘An indus­ 
trial commonwealth founded upon the 
socialization of land and capital.’ These 
are the methods: ‘The industrial and 
political organization of the workers 
and the independent representation of 
socialistic principles in all elective bod­ 
ies.’ My constituents want to be sep­ 
arate and distinct from all other polit­ 
ical organizations.”

Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 24.—Mrs. 
Nora Perkins was arrested Thursday 
night, charged with the murder of her 
sister, Mrs. Louise Hawkins, the sup­ 
posed motive for the alleged crime 
being the fact that Mrs. Hawkins had 
$7,000 insurance on her life. 
Mrs. 
Hawkins died August 9, four hours 
after the overturning of a lamp near a 
bed where she lay ill. 
The fire was 
supposed to be accidental, but a sim ilar 
accident had occurred several weeks 
before and this aroused the suspicions 
of the police. The sisters are‘widows 
and Mrs. Perkins has one child. Mrs. 
Hawkins’ burns were so serious that she 
died in great agony without being able 
to tell w’hat had happened. The police 
absolutely refuse to disclose the nature 
of the evidence. 
It is understood the state expects to 
prove that the bed clothing was sat­ 
urated with oil and ignited, and the 
lamp overturned to conceal the crime. 
On the other hand the defense claims 
to have ante-mortem statement of Mrs. 
Hawkins to the effect that she over­ 
turned the lamp herself accidentally. 
No one is allowed to see Mrs. Perkins 
in the lockup, but she is cool and un­ 
ruffled. She w ill be arraigned on Mon­ 
day and held wrhile an inquest will be 
held, the coroner having at first 
de­ 
clined to hold an inquest, as the death 
seemed evidently accidental.

N O FEAR O F T R O U B L E . 


Case o f E x *Consul W aller W ill B e A m ic­

Carlyle, 111., Aug. 24.—A compromise 
has been consummated between Henry 
Seiter, the insolvent Lebanon banker, 
and the Chicago bondsmen of the late 
State Treasurer Ramsay. 
Ramsay had loaned something over 
$243,000 to Seiter, who gave notes for 
that amount, and which w’ere found in 
the treasury 
vaults 
after Ramsay’s 
death. This represented a part of the 
defalcation 
of the 
treasurer. 
The 
bondsmen’s claim against the Ramsay 
estate is $363,509, and by this compro­ 
mise this claim is credited with $257,- 
629, w’hich represents the Seiter indebt­ 
edness.

Descendants of Japhet Are Held in the 
Hollow of the Turk’s Hand and Can 
Make 
No 
Resistance—Student

ica. 


N. H. Kassabian, who will address 
the union meeting tomorrow evening 
on Armenian massacres is attending 
the Northwestern University Medical 
College in Chicago and expects to 
graduate next year and 
go to his 
native land. 
"If I tried to go to Armenia today,” 
he said to a Gazette reporter, "I 
should find myself in a Turkish jail 
instead of going to my home on the 
river Euphrates, about two hundred 
miles west of Mount Ararat.” 
During his vacation Mr. Eassabian 
has been working to awaken interest 
in the Armenian canso. 
He has ar­ 
ranged meeting in Kenosha, Racine, 
Milwaukee, 
Wauwatosa, 
Waukesha 
and Whitewater. The objects of these 
meetings are to express sympathy for 
Armenian christians and pass suitable 
resolutions for presentation 
to tie 
state department in Washington. Cop­ 
ies are also to be sent to the 
British 
foreign office in London and a copy 
sent to Right Hon. Wm. E. Gladstone 
and the London Daily News. 
Mr. Kassabian insists that the easi­ 
est way to prevent the recurrence of 
these massacres of christian Armeni­ 
ans is to appoint a high commissioner 
for Armenia, who will be neither an 
Ottaman subject nor a present officer 
of the Turkish government and who 
will 
be 
directly 
responsible 
to 
the 
signatory 
powers 
of the Berlin treaty of 1878. 
Baron 
Von Kalay, the minister of foreign 
affairs of Austrc-Hungaria in 1882 is 
suggested but probably an American 
who has nothing to do with the poli­ 
tics of the Orient may be a still better 
one for that high position. 


Descendants of Japhet 
As to the origin of his race Mr. 
Kassabian said: 
"Armenians are the descendants of 
Japhet, and Haig his grandson was 
their ancestor. 
He fought againet 
Bel, the Babylonian tyrant, the first 
battle in 
defense 
of monotheism 
Bel acted as an advocate and propa­ 
gator of polytheism but was defeated 
by Haig our patriarch. 
It is true my 
ancestors did not adhere to mono­ 
theism. 
After a few centuries their 
notion 
of 
one 
God 
dimmed 
into 
polytheism 
in 
consequence 
of 
their coming 
in contact 
with 
stronger and more influential nation^ 
in the Orient. 
Then they began to 
worship the luminaries of heaven— 
Venus for example. 
Diana was theii 
favorite goddess, but when christian t , 
began to 
spread, Armenians were 
quick to adopt it. 
Thadeus was the 
first apostle who preached the gospel 
to the Armenians. 
The bible was 
translated into Armenian in the latter 
part of the third century by Mesrob, 
who was also the inventor of our al­ 
phabet consisting of thirty-nine let­ 
ters. 
Persecuted far R eligion. 
"It is because of our religious con- 
victicns that we have been so perse­ 
cuted. 
We are very anxious to arouse 
public sentiment on the question here, 
for the attitude of this republic has a 
very important hearing upon that of 
Great Britain. Gladstone says, 'Amer­ 
ica being so far removed from the seat 
of eastern politics, and being disinter­ 
ested in the Oriental questions, its 
public sentiment has a great influence 
upon the Turkish authorities at Con­ 
stantinople.

H IS M A LA D Y FE IG N E D . 


Interesting Facts About 
Man’s 
Most Faithful Friend. 


2 lthough the recent discussion of the 
origin of the dog cannot be said to 
ave 
settled 
the 
long-controverted 
uestion, there seems to be a decided 
rift of opinion among naturalists to 
he theory that our numerous varieties 
f domesticated dogs are descended not 
rom a single species, but from several 
inds of wild animals, as, for instance, 
the wolf and the jackal. There are re­ 
corded 
examples 
of tamed 
wolves, 
-hich in gentleness, love for their mas­ 
ters and intelligence showed a truly 
dog-like capacity. 
W ith 
regard to 
tam ed jackals, Darwin has pointed out 
that, when caressed, they jump about 
for joy, wag their 
tails, lower their 
ears, lick their m aster’s hands, crouch 
down, and even throw themselves on 
the ground, feet upwards. W hen fright­ 
ened they 
carry their 
tails between 
their legs. On the other hand, it is un­ 
derstood that, whatever anim al we may 
consider his progenitor, the domestica­ 
tion of the dog began at an epoch ex­ 
ceedingly remote. 
The fossil rem ains 
of a large dog have been found in ter­ 
tiary deposits, and 
there is no doubt 
th a t the dog existed in a domesticated 
state during 
prehistoric 
times. 
His 
ibones are discovered in the shell-heaps 
of Denmark and in the lake dwellings 
of S witzerland. 
The dog meets us in 
the dawn of history, for such varieties 
as the hound, greyhound and watchdog 
are depicted on Egyptian monuments 
five thousand 
years old. 
It 
is well 
known 
th at in Egypt 
the dog 
was 
worshiped under the title of Anu- 
bis, 
and 
dog mummies have been 
found. 
There 
is 
mastiff 
figured 
on 
an 
Assyrian 
sculpture 
belong 
ing to 640 B. C. 
The fact is often 
overlooked that dogs were used by the 
Greeks and Romans not 
only in the 
chase and for hunting 
down escapee, 
prisoners, but 
for war, being armed 
for th at purpose not only with spikec 
collars, but with a coat of mail. It is 
said th at Corinth was on one occasion 
eaved by fifty war-dogs, which foiled 
a night attack of the enemy, fighting 
until all were killed but one, which 
succeeded in arousing the garrison. It 
is worth noting that, according to some 
naturalists, the Newfoundland and St 
B ernard dogs form a group by them 
selves, derived neither from wolves nor 
jackals, but from a distinct species o 
rogenitors. It is a disputed question 
w hether the Newfoundland dog is in 
digenous to North America or was in 
troduced either by the Norwegians in 
th e year of 1000 or by Cabot in 1497 
B earing on this question is the inter 
esting fact that the Norwegians have 
'ogs closely resembling the Newfound- 
and breed. The Dingo dog of Australia 
does certainly seem to constitute a dis­ 
tinct, 
indigenous species, 
since it is 
now found in both a wild and a domes­ 
ticated state in that country, and its 
ossil rem ains are associated with those 
of extinct mammals.

California Coarts 
Have 
No 
Sympathy 
* for Reporters Who Sham Insanity* 
A sad blow at “journalistic enter­ 
prise” has been dealt by an unfeeling 
judge in 
California. 
An 
ambitious 
young reporter 
on the Los 
Angeles 
lerald, who had wearied of ordinary 
assignm ents, conceived the idea of win­ 
ning fame by getting up a sensation. So 
ie feigned insanity, was brought be­ 
fore the court for 
exam ination, was 
pronounced a subject for the asylum, 
and was sent to the state institution at 
Highlands. After staying long enough 
to get m aterial for a good “story,” he 
wanted to get out, but in order to se­ 
cure his release, was obliged to tell the 
whole story of his deceit. 
The judge 
who had committed him cited him to 
appear to answer the charge of con­ 
tem pt of court, and sentenced him to 
pay a fine of $200 or serve IOO days in 
jail. The judge accepted the plea th at 
no disrespect for him personally had 
been intended, but explained th at con­ 
tem pt 
of court 
was not 
an offense 
against the person of the judge, but 
against the government, because it is 
an unlawful interference with the o r­ 
derly adm inistration of justice by the 
tribunals created for that purpose. In 
this case the reporter, by deceit, had 
caused the m achinery of justice to be 
set in motion, involving considerable 
public expense, and when brought be­ 
fore the court acted in a disorderly and 
insolent m anner to induce the court to 
make an improper and 
illegal order. 
The judge proceeded to express these 
views upon the plea th at a journalistic 
crim inal 
ought 
to be treated 
more 
leniently than one not in “the profes­ 
sion.” “Possibly from the standpoint 
of a reporter, such conduct may seem 
right and proper. 
It is possible even 
th at in some quarters an attem pt to 
deceive a court of Justice, and by de­ 
ceit to procure an im proper and illegal 
order—an order involving the expendi­ 
ture of considerable public money, and 
resulting in the sending of a sane man 
to an insane asylum—may be looked 
upon as legitim ate journalistic enter­ 
prise. 
I hardly think, however, that, 
upon sober second thought, any citizen 
would so regard it. One who em barks 
upon such an enterprise—an enterprise 
which involves a violation of law, an 
enterprise which involves the commis­ 
sion of a public offense—m ust abide the 
consequence.” 


QUEER MONEY. 


A “Cork-Soled Pneumatic Tire” and an 
Electric Searchlight. 
A thousand minds are busy inventing 
appliances to increase the speed, use­ 
fulness, comfort and portability of the 
bicycle. One man has patented what 
he calls “the cork-soled pneumatic 
tire.” 
Half of the space now occupied 
by compound air is taken up with a 
semi-circular filling of cork, which is at 
once light and yielding and which the 
inventor claims will prevent punctures. 
He is willing to ride with his cork- 
soled pneumatic tires over 
miles of 
tacks, broken glass and newly spread 
macadam, and seems to think he has 
made a big discovery. 
Another man sends in a plan of a 
home-made bicycle lamp th at will not 
go out. 
An ordinary 
thin, straight" 
drinking glass is first deftly removed 
of its bottom. 
Then the exterior is 
painted a dead black, with the excep­ 
tion of a small bull’s eye. The top and 
bottom are filled 
with thin 
cork, in 
which holes are left for ventilation, 
and the light is furnished by small wax 
candles, such as are used on birthday 
cakes and 
in 
so-called fairy lamps. 
The wax candle, it is claimed, will not 
go out through vibration as readily as 
an oil lamp. 
It will burn for two hours 
steadily, and extra candles may be car­ 
ried conveniently.

More m ystery and more indications 
of foul play were 
developed in the 
M agnolia “ grave case” today. 
Blood and gray hair w ere m atted 
on the h atch et and the police of th a t

were much mystified, they th o ught 
nothing of the find.

W as R e-v isited . 
T hen came a surprise party th it 
m ade th e people catch their breath. 
The gra ve w as afterw ard filled in. 
The next tim e the spot w as visited, 
it was found th a t th e hole had been 
dug for a purpose. 
Someone had vis­ 
ited it in th e night, throw n the earth 
back,and carefully placed the sods back 
in position. 
The m an who made the 
discovery a t once hastened to inform 
the neighbors aud a searching party at 
once w ent out to th e scene.

Innovation In the Equipm ent of a New 
and Speedy Yacht* 
An innovation in yachting circles is 
now being talked of, nothing less than 
sails made of compressed paper, 
the 
sheets being cemented and riveted to­ 
gether in such a way as to 
form 
a 
smooth and strong seam. 
It appears 
that the first process of manufacturing 
consists in preparing the pulp in the 
regular way, to a ton of which is added 
I pound of bichromate of potash, 25 
pounds of glue, 32 pounds of alum, \y» 
pounds of soluble glass and 40. pounds 
of prime tallow, these ingredients be­ 
ing thoroughly mixed with the pulp. 
Next the pulp is made into sheets by 
regular paper-making machinery, and 
two sheets are pressed together with a 
glutinous compound between, so as to 
retain the pieces firmly, 
making the 
whole practically 
homogeneous. 
The 
next operation is quite important and 
requires a specially-built machine of 
great power, which is used in compres­ 
sing the paper from a thick, sticky 
sheet to a very thin, tough one. 
The 
now solid sheet is run through a bath 
of sulphuric acid, to which IO per cent 
of distilled water has been added, from 
which it emerges to pass between glass 
rollers, then through a bath of am­ 
monia, then clear water, and finally 
through felt rollers, after which it is 
dried 
and polished between heated 
metal cylinders. 
The paper resulting 
from this process is in sheets of or­ 
dinary width and thickness of cotton 
duck, it is elastic, air tight, durable, 
light and possessed of other needed 
qualifications to make it available for 
light sailmaking. 
The n r de of putting 
the sheets together is by having a slit 
on the edges of the she t, or cloth, so 
as to admit the edge of :ae other sheet. 
When the split is close !, cemented and 
riveted or sewed it t.oses completely 
and firmly.

An Odd Pavement, 
E. Turke, the head chemist of a sugar 
refinery at Chino, Cal., has recently 
been making some experiments which 
have resulted in the completion of the 
oddest pavement ever laid. It is made 
mostly of molasses, the kind used hav­ 
ing been a refuse product hitherto, be­ 
lieved to be utterly worthless. 
It is 
simply mixed with a certain kind of 
sand to about the consistency of as­ 
phalt, and laid like asphalt pavement. 
The composition dries quickly, and be­ 
comes peimanently hard. 
The heat of 
the sun, instead of softening it, makes 
the pavement harder and 
drier. 
A 
block of the composition successfully 
withstood repeated blows of a machine 
hammer and showed no 
signs 
of 
racking or bending. Should the pave- 
ent prove to be all that is claimed the 
ugar planters of the south may find 
profitable market for the millions of 
allons cf useless molasses which they 
re said to have on hand.
